Councillors congratu¬ 
lated Town staff for a bud¬ 
get process that other 
municipalities are begin¬ 
ning to use as a model for 
their own deliberations— 
one that is transparent, 
easy to follow, and looks to 
the future. 

The process for next 
year's budget began 
Monday with a report from 
corporate services, asking 
councillors to support a 
2013 operating budget with 
an increase to the Town's 
municipal levy that will not 
exceed 1.9 per cent. 

The purpose of the 
report is to ensure council 

financial require¬ 
ments prior to the 
preparation of the 
budget, allowing 
councillors to give 
direction on tar¬ 
gets for the com¬ 
ing year. 

It also provides 
a budget process 
timeline for staff 
and council. 

A capital bud¬ 
get with a 10-year 
forecast is expect¬ 
ed to be present¬ 
ed to councillors 
Oct. 22, for ratifi¬ 
cation Oct. 29. 

The operating 
budget will be 
presented Nov. 

12, and the final 
capital and oper¬ 
ating budgets are 
expected Dec. 3, 
for ratification 
Dec. 10.

He warned that the Town 
could run into problems 
should the attraction be sold 
to shareholders who might 


not stick to the terms of the 
lease, and suggested two 
alternatives: a three year 
lease with two one-year 
renewal options, or a one- 
year lease with options to 
renew for up to 10 years. 

Either would put the onus 
on the jet boat operator to 
stick to lease terms and run 
an operation that avoids 
drawing serious complaints 
from residents—eliminating 


the need for the Town to 
worry about enforcement, he 
said. 

He also suggested the 
Town ask for a percentage of 
revenue from the popular 
attraction, common practice 
for landlords, and drew the

Input on lease Interesting, but likely too late 


One of the most logical questions to 
arise from the jet boat lease discussion— 
yet to be answered by the town—is why 
this lease, unlike the last two, is for 10 

Good for the business owner, with 
terms set in stone for a decade, and 
granted the Town won't have to go to the 
expense of negotiating again for 10 years, 
but that hardly seems worth the risk 

Especially when, as many residents 
have already pointed out, the jet boat 
attraction really doesn't fit in with the 
Town's dock area secondary plan or its 
vision for a passive public area with 
access to the waterfront. 

The problem is, although the residents 
speaking at the public meeting held last 
week presented some good points, the 
lease must be almost finalized. One 
would think with just 10 days between 
that meeting and a finalized draft being 


presented to council, most of the impor¬ 
tant details have been worked out. 

It's impossible to imagine that even if 
anyone from the Town at last week's pub¬ 
lic meeting had been listening, and 
thought, for argument's sake, yes, 10 
years is too long, let's reduce the length of 
the lease, that at this point the details 
could be changed in any significant way. 

So while it's great that the meeting was 
held, that residents can if they wish speak 
again to the lease Monday, and that 
councillors expressed an interest in hear¬ 
ing what they had to say, it really seems 
like too little, too late. 

We wouldn't be surprised to see the 
speed marker changed for Smuggler's 
Cove. And a financial penalty for the use 
of loud hailers seems doable. But we'd be 
amazed, and really impressed if sudden¬ 
ly, on Monday, we see a five-year lease 
agreement.

This fall, think about Lyme disease - you can catch it in your own backyard

Do you believe you 
must be in an infected 
area to get Lyme disease? 
If you do, think again. 

A 10-year study reports 
that you can catch this 
malady in your own back¬ 
yard. And since spring and 
fall are prime times for this 
disease, being forewarned 
is forearmed. Particularly 
since a bite of the deer tick 
can have far-reaching 
health consequences. 

Lyme disease was first 
suspected in North 
America in 1975. In Lyme, 
Connecticut, an unusual 
number of children were 
developing what was ini¬ 
tially thought to be juve¬ 
nile rheumatoid arthritis. 
So a team of scientists 
from Yale University were 
sent to study this cluster of 
patients. 

These children all

The Doctor Game 
exhibited a “bull’s-eye” 
rash. In addition, they iso 
suffered from muscular, 
heart and neurological 
problems. The final diag¬ 
nosis? Lyme disease. 

The first case occurred 
in Canada in 1977 when a 
13-year-old girl in south¬ 
western Ontario was diag¬ 
nosed with the disease. 

Lyme disease is due to a 
bacterial germ, Borrelia 
burgdorferi, which resides 
in deer, mice, squirrels 
and other small animals. 
The black-legged tick (deer 
tick) becomes infected 


when feeding on these 
animals and its bite then 
transmits the disease to 
humans. 

Ticks are not insects. 
They are arthropods, 
closely related to spiders 
and mites. They usually 
have a two-year life cycle 
during which time they 
feed three times. 

Studies show that there 
may be 2,000 infected ticks 
per acre of forested land. 
They stay at the end of tall 
grass or on other vegeta¬ 
tion waiting for unsus¬ 
pecting people to walk by. 
Theymustremainattached 
to the skin for several 
hours to transmit Lyme 
disease. 

The 10-year study 
revealed that the black¬ 
legged tick is present as far 
north as the 50th parallel. 

Researchers studied 
591 black-legged ticks col¬ 
lected from dogs, cats, 
horses and people who 
had not traveled out of 
Ontario or who had not 
been to a Lyme disease 


infected area. They found 
that 12 per cent of ticks, 
usually females, were 
infected with B. burgdor- 

The widespread distri¬ 
bution is believed to be 
due to songbirds dispers¬ 
ing immature black-legged 
ticks during their north¬ 
ward spring migration. 

The message for doc¬ 
tors and the public is that 
people and domestic ani¬ 
mals are at risk of con¬ 
tracting Lyme disease in 
their own communities. 

Lyme disease has been 
labeled as The Great 
Imitator. It can mimic 
many different diseases 
and has a multitude of 
clinical symptoms. The 
result is that the diagnosis 
is often missed by doc- 

The first sign is usually 
a rash that erupts within a 
month after the initial bite 
of an infected tick. It's 
often found at the site of 
the bite and is red and cir¬ 
cular with a clear center 


that resembles a bull's eye. 
But a report from the U.S. 
Centre for Disease Control 
says that only three out of 
10 people get a bull’s eye 

The rash may be pain¬ 
less, or painful and itchy, 
and hot. Patients normally 
complain of flu-like symp¬ 
toms such as fatigue, 
headache, aching muscles 
and low grade fever. There 
may be pain in the joints 
and enlargement of lymph 
nodes. 

If untreated three to five 
months later, the disease 
strikes again. About one in 
10 patients develops car¬ 
diac abnormalities such as 
irregular heart beat or 
heart block. The majority 
recover after a short time. 

Neurological complica¬ 
tions occur in about 10 
percent of patients. 
Peripheral nerves may be 
involved or patients suffer 
from encephalitis, menin¬ 
gitis or Bells-Palsy. 

The last stage of Lyme 
disease occurs five months 


to five years after the ini¬ 
tial infection. Patients 
complain of pain primari¬ 
ly in large joints such as 
the knees. 

A few cases have been 
reported in which symp¬ 
toms were similar to mul¬ 
tiple sclerosis. 

The best treatment for 
Lyme disease is preven¬ 
tion. Wear long sleeve 
shirts and pants tucked 
into socks while walking 
in wooded areas. 

Light coloured clothing 
is also preferable as ticks 
can be more easily spot¬ 
ted. Use an insect repel¬ 
lent. Check clothes for 
ticks and examine your 
body including hair and 
scalp. It's also prudent to 
check pets and brush them 
off outdoors. 

Prompt treatment with 
antibiotics is essential to 
prevent later complica-

It has been 32 years since 
we first watched Terry Fox 
begin to make his way across 
our country, dipping his artifi¬ 
cial leg in the Atlantic Ocean 
before tackling grueling daily

Since his death in 1981 
from osteosarcoma, the dis¬ 
ease that took his leg and then 
returned in his lungs to put an

Pillitteri, owner of 
Lakeview Vineyard 
Equipment, is also a come¬ 
dian. He has participated in 
some of the Balance eight- 
week challenges, which com¬ 
bine healthy eating with 
increased physical activity, 
and finds his lifestyle has 
changed because of what he 
has learned. 

"It's become pretty much 
an ingrained part of my life," 
he says. 

When he feels stress build¬ 
ing up, he's reminded to cut 
back on caffeine, and 
although he enjoys a glass of 
wine, he limits it to week¬ 
ends, he says. 

Those lifestyle changes 
"have made me watch how I 
eat and deal with stress. 
When I matched that with 
the exercise I was already 
doing, it changed me as a 


person. It made me a better 
father, husband, employer 
and I think even a better 
comedian."

She loves the way the event 
brings the community 
together, while at the same 
time raising money for an 
important cause.

"My family has always 
been interested in support¬ 
ing cancer causes since my 
mother's death from breast 
cancer in 2001," says Jamie. 

"She used to work at the 
Shaw and at the Oban, and 
so many people there were 
familiar with her struggles as 
a cancer survivor for many 
years. I find the mission of 
the Terry Fox Foundation to 
support a wide variety of can- 
cerresearchappeal- 
ing. Cancer affects 
everyone in differ¬ 
ent ways, and I 
think the mission of 
the Terry Fox 
Foundation tries to 
address this." 

Another reason 
his family is proud 
to be participating 
in the run relates to 
his son Dylan. 

Last year, says 
Jamie, they were 
having a discussion 
about heroes, and 
Dylan indicated his 
was Terry Fox. 

He mentioned 
that they were told 
at school about 
Terry's life and bat¬ 
tle with cancer, and 
he understood that 
while Terry first 
lost his leg, he ulti¬ 
mately lost his life 


Fox Run website, and wel¬ 
comes contributions to 
their team "or anyone else's 
team of course," says Jamie. 

Peter Gill, retired in NOTL 
and known for his fundrais¬ 
ing abilities on many fronts, 
will also be participating 
Sunday. He first got involved 
in Toronto when he worked 
at City Hall, and began a 
fundraising competition. 

"This encouraged every 
department to try and beat 
the others in raising money, 
which was donated when he 
arrived at City Hall.

Whatever you can do, you 
do." 

Joan King's aunt, Liz, has 
many reasons for supporting 
the run, influenced by the 
fact that she met him in 
Niagara Falls in 1980. Since 
then "he has remained close 
to my heart," she says. 

Terry represents values we 
admire, she says: working to 
help others, determination 


and courage, and the money 
he hoped to raise is working 
where he wanted it to work. 

"He passed the torch to us 
and his wish was that 
Canadians would keep the 
Marathon of Hope alive.

When the local branch of the 
Royal Canadian Legion was 
formed in 1928, it served mostly 
as a social club for veterans, says 
current president A1 Howse. 

And while it still fits that bill, 
the General Nelles Branch 124

Decoration Day Service at 2 p.m.
